AT THE CONFERENCE.

Ite adoption of 
the memorandum is considered 
especially significant, in view of 
the peace negotiations between 
Germany and Russia.

Their position is 
that if the properties are run at A 
lanes at the end of the war they will 
be forced to resume private opera- 
tien on a basis that will not give 
them revenues enough to pay ex- 
penses. The disposition éf govern- 
ment officials apparently is to agree 
with them th this respect 

It is considered unlikely that there 
will be any strong sentiment for 
transporting government freight free 
of cost, as ts done in England. OM- 
clals hold that if government freirht 
is pald for ae it is hauled. the gov- 
ernment will be in a much better 
position to determine accurately the 
exact effects of government opera- 


tion. 
The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, under government opera- 


tion by the director-general. is held 
to lose its standing as an indepen- 
dent agency deciding on their merits 
requests for rate increases and the 
subject of increases will become a 
matter of governmental policy to be 
decided probably bv the President. 

Some raliroad officials today ex- 
pressed the opinion that once the 
rattroads are run as a single wnit ft 
will be impossible. after the war, to 
go back to the old system of com. 
petition. Lifting anti-pooling re- 
strictions, they hold, will disrupt 
clements of organization necessary 
under a competitive system. and at 
the same time demonstrate that

TEXT OF NEW ORDER. 

The text of Mr. McAdoo’s order 
follows: 

“Having assumed the duties im- 
posed upon me by and in pursuance 
ef the proclamation of the Presi- 
Gent, dated December 26, 1917, you 
will until otherwise ordered con- 
tinue the operation of your roa! in 
conformity with sald proclamation. 
Yon are requested to make every 
possible effort to tncreasé efficiency 
end to move traffic by the most con- 
venient and expeditious routes. I 
confidently count on your hearty co- 
operation. Jt is only through united 
effort, useful service and effiective 
work that this war can be won and 
America’s future be secured.” 

Although Mr. McAdoo does not 
believe a complete unification of all 
rall system can be brought about 
overnight, even with legal restric- 
tions lifted, he fully expects mese- 
ures taken under government con- 
trol will remove some of the obh- 
stacles that now prevent the rapid 
movement of freight. Members of 
the War Board were requested to 
study the situation and report on 
any measures to relieve congestion 
hey think might wisely be put into 
orce.

Witnesses Say Small Dealers 
are Being “Squeezed.” 


Big Profits in Meat Scraps, 
Investigators Told.

Federal Trade Commission 
Continues Inquiry. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

BOSTON, Dec, 28. — Testimony 
about the squeezing of smali deal- 
ers out of competition by the al- 
leged grasp of the big packers upon 
the meat, rendering soap and fertil- 
izer industries of the country, Was 
given today by witnesses before the 
Federal Trade Commission. 

Francis J. Heney, special coun- 
sel for the commission, said the 
paskers controlled the rendering 
business from its collection of butch- 
ers’ waste to the manufacture of 
valuable by-products. By their 
methods of gaining contre! of meat 
scraps, fat and bones, he added, the 
commission sought to show that the 
man who bought a steak or a ruunt 
paid an unnecessarily high price for 
his dinner. 

Witnesses engaged in the render- 
ing business asserted that the pack- 
ers stified competition for the sale 
of waste products by bidding up 
prices beyond the reach of the in- 
dependent dealers, by resorting to 
the scheme of giving short weight 
for refuse, by giving bonuses to re- 
tallers to break contracts with com- 
peting rendering firms, by foment- 
ing agitations against the erection of 
new competing rendering plants and 
by dividing territory among them- 
selves by gentlemen's agreements in 
which the trade of a man opening 
a new butcher shop was sold to the 
highest bidder, transactions in which 
the butcher had nothing to say. In 
New England, it was testified, ren- 
dering companies which were trust- 
controlled, maintained a fund to 
pay bonuses for the trade of re- 
tallers at points where independent 
rendering companies tried to com- 


pete. 

Not only the rendering business, 
but even the corner-store trade in 
meats was sought by the packers, 
witnesses declared. Large markets, 
they said, were established in strate- 
gic positions in various large citics 
where packers named the price at 
which meats could be sold at re- 
tail, according to teatimony.

PATRIOTIC MEASURES.

N UNPOPULAR MEASURE. 

The appointment of a moving picture 
censor for Los Angeles has been postponed 
for another two weeks, pending further con- 
ferences with the producers, exhibitors and 
others interested in the great industry. A 
committee appointed by the Theater Own- 
ers’ Association had already commenced 
the work of inspecting all films stored on 
the shelves of loca! exchanges with a view 
te suppressing any picture deemed unfit for 
exhibition. The Council] doubtless means 
well in considering the appointment of a 
censor but such a move would be manifest- 
ly unfair both to the producers and the 
public, especially now when the business is 
already taxed to the limit, when wages and 
salaries of employees have been increased 
and when the members of the profession 
are doing their utmost to produce clean 
pletures and to prevent the presentation of 
endesirable films. The creation of such a 
position would be an insult to the intelll- 
gence and the honor of the producers, the 
exhibitors and the patrons of local motion 
picture theaters. A film censor is neither

ATCHMAN! WHAT OF THE DAWN? 


The path which leads to the peaceful 
vale of contentment is beset'by lions. There 
are pitfalls manifold, and foes do lurk in 
ambush. Yet the courageous and God-fear- 
ing adventurer may pursue the way in calm 
assurance that if he keeps faith with the 
heart that beats in his bosom the recom- 
pense of possession will be his destiny. 

As with man, so with the nation. 

It is the time of reflection, the day of 
casting up of accounts, the hour for trane- 
muting ancient performance into golden 
promise. It is the moment when we would 
take up the filmy threads of the future and 
transfer them to the loom of hope. 

The historian of the next generation, 
charged with the task of writing of these 
impressive times, may represent the year 
through which we have just passed as the 
most crucial in the whole story of the na- 
tion. It virtually marked the making over 
of a great people. 

Nations have character, the same as the 
individual. As a nation we were becoming 
careless, extravagant, indolent, luxurious 
and improvident. Almost we were’ vain- 
glorious and intemperate. We were auda- 
cious, bold and enterprising, but these are 
apt to be fair-weather qualities. As a peo 
ple we were inclined to pursue pleasure 
rather than duty. The incense of a na- 
tion’s great men had risen to its head. Sub 
stance gave place to splendor. Selfishness 
saw no need for sacrifice. As a nation we 
were big and brave and generous—but heed- 
less. 

Really, a harsh awakening seemed proper 

And it came. 

Lo! what a change has come over the 
national character. We have enlisted in a 
brotherhood that embraces the world, and 
personal thrift has taken the place of ex- 
cess. We are not suffering from, but en- 
Joying enlargement of the human heart. 
This cordial expansion is a wonderful 
thing and it has resulted in a bond of 
fraternity that girdles a stormy world and 
saves it from complete explosion. We have 
enemies, terrible and relentless, but we do 
not hate them. Rather, we are sorry for 
them, and our hatred centers only in a 
system which makes their unnatural actions 
and attitude possible. We are reproachful 
rather than vindictive and we punish but 
to correct. We are a major link in a federa- 
tion which, so far as we are concerned, 
means peace on earth and good will to all 
men. We war, not to destroy, but to advance. 

All this speaks of stupendous change in 
the national character. If a few brief years 
ago a prophet had said that a single Amert- 
can Congress could meet and without 
protest or mutiny authorize a programme 
of expenditure of thirty Dillion dollars to 
make the world safe for democracy, he 
would have been stamped as a chariatan. 
If be bad said that in his own day more 
than a million warring Americans wovwld be 
on a single battle line overseas. he would 
have been heard in careless derision. Any 
assertion that the service and contro! of 

-the railways of America would be under 
the command of a single governmental! au- 
thority would receive only scorn. Any cit!- 
zen would be quick to quarre!] with the per- 
son who would predict that he would sit 
calmly by while his dinner table was being 
regulate?—that he would consent to dicta- 
tion as to what he would eat and the price 
he paid for it. Any idea that the govern- 
ment would attempt to fix the value of 
wheat, or oil, or coal, or steel would be held 
as an inconsequential jest. 

Yet all these things and much more have 
happened and there is a vague feeling that 
stili more improbable affairs are on the 
lap of the gods and to be faced with fort!- 
tude. Already the ideas of universal serv- 
ice and training have been accepted as rea- 
sonable. Now the citizen mind is ripe to 
concede the necessity of the complete con- 
scription of labor on a war footing. The 
average man realizes the possibility of this 
step and has already admitted the authority 
of his government to require his services 
for such hours and such tasks as shal! be 
deemed for the greatest good to the great- 
est number. It may yet be that every man 
and woman in America will be enlisted in 
the country’s service and assigned to such 
tasks as the judgment of those in larger 
authority shall dictate. 

When that time comes the nationa! char- 
acter Will expand to fit the new condition 
and-the programme will be accepted with 
little ble@a@shed or friction. But a few 
months ago this could not have been accom- 
plished without a racking revolution, and 
probably not at all. 

These are some of the things that invite 
refiection as the calendar changes. We 
have passed through a harrowing and 
tumultuous year—a period in which the na- 
tional character has been tried as in a cru- 
cible. The sun has streamed strongly from 
ite domain in the heavens, but its rays 
have fallen upon grieved and stricken 
hearts. A mation has poured out its man- 
hood for great and unexpected service and 
hag learned the gospel! of sacrifice. 

Tt is a gloomy and a sad old world, in- 
deed, but may there not be appropriate 
recompense? There are compensations in 
patriotic service. The weakling oft comes 
back as the stfong. There is gain in health, 
power, discipline, courage and efficiency— 
all qualities of an improved manhood. A 
man who passes unscathed through the 
modern mills of Mars cannot help but be 
a stronger and better citizen therefor. For 
this citizenry we thank God and take cour. 
age. The world of the immediate future 
will be worth living in. There will be prob- 
lems and unusual conditions to meet, but 
there will be men to meet them. This Is 
not speaking of the arena of armed con- 
flict, but of the stately aisies of peace— 
for peace must and soon will come. There 
are limitations which even the exigiencies 
of a world war may not expand. Peace is 


*not to be had as soon as hoped for, but 


sooner than most folk expect, and the year 
whose threshiold we are about to cross is 
like to mark its amiable triumph over the 
baleful artillery of war. It will be no mere 
lull in strife, but a peace born of granite 
and marble—a peace that shall be worild- 
reaching in its compags and scope. 

And so with reverent and hopeful faces 
we shall cross the slender thread which 
parts the new year from the old. The night 
has been storm-torn and perilous, but 
through it all could be noted the friendly 
gleam of the white star of hope. Watch- 
man! what of the dawn?

HE NEEDS OF FRANCE. 

The soul of a people is revealed by its 
acts; its literature and discourses furnish 
but imperfect records. France has held 
aloft for three and one-half years the torch 
of liberty, feeding the fame with her blood. 


France the light-hearted, chivalrous but 
temperamental flower of the Latin races, pre- 
ferring to dance on a volcano rather than 
relinquish the pleasure of dancing, believed 
by her hereditary enemies to be decadent! 
Yet within three years France has fought a 
hundred Thermopylaes. There has been no 
hysteria, no complaint. More than half a 
million sons of France have died in the 
trenches and in the wastes of no man’s land 
that the “patrie” might survive. More than 
2,000,000 civilians behind the lines have suc- 
cumbed to privations and disease occasioned 
by ravages of the war, yet the race of Dan- 
ton, Napoleon, Lafayette and Rochambeau 
has not flinched. 

Members of the war council of the Amert- 
can Red Cross have returned from the west- 
ern front with reports that “France has been 
bled white.” Appeals have gone forth from 
every Allied conference for quicker action 
in getting men and ammunition to France 
to relieve in part the terrible pressure on 
the western line. France has seen her for- 
mer ally, Russia, seek a craven peace with 
the Hun after having solicited and received 
$5,000,000,000 in loans from France since 
the war began. Yet France has not faltered: 
she has never consented to consider, even 
for a moment, a negotiated peace, but is 
determined that the sword of liberty shall 
not be sheathed until the menace of Prus- 
sian military despotism is forever removed. 
In fighting her own battles France fights 
those of the democracies of the world. The 
American government is making a strenu- 
ous effort to bear an equal share of the 
military burden with her heroic sister re 
public, and it is but meet that the civilian 
population of this country should seek ave- 
nues through which to ald those behind the 
lines in France who are passing through a 
terror beside which the French Revolution 
was decorum. 

In order to give intelligent ald one must 
know what the French civilian populations 
really need and what they will accept. 
France asks for no charity and will accept 
none; the chivalrous Latin prefers to give 
rather than to receive. France will accept 
only such assistance as wil! enable her citi- 
zens to help themselves. Failure of the 
wheat crop this year has precipitated a 
bread famine. Districts in France that pro- 
duced 139,000,000 quintals of wheat three 
years ago yielded but 41,000,000 quintals 
this year. The shortage was not occasioned 
by adverse climatic conditions so much as 
by the lack of agricultural implements, 
horses and labor. When the spring of 1917 
opened but 10 per cent. of the horses tn the 
agricultura] districts remained. The best 
had been taken for military service and 
most the others were killed and eaten. not 
so much for the food value, but because it 
was impossible to secure provender. Re 
ports made to the Food Conservation Com. 
mittee at Washington reveal that the great 
er part of the cultivation of wheat this year 
was done by women workers using hand 
cultivators 

More than 100 towns and villages have 
been taken back from the invader; these 
are in the center of agricultural districts 
that once were subject to intensive cultiva- 
tion, but are now as barren as the Sahara 
by reason of the havoc wrought by the. con- 
tending armies. Everywhere the surface of 
the ground is gashed by trench lines and 
perforated with craters where high power 
shells exploded. The invaders carried away 
or destroyed all the agricultural implements 
and the peasants returning to their devas 
tated countryside find themselves without 
shelter, without farming implements and 
without seed for the spring planting. 

France's soldiers at the front will fight so 
long as they can be assured that they are 
protecting their families and their firesides 
behind the lines. The one thing which 
would dampen the ardor of French patriot- 
ism would be for the man in the trenches 
to learn that those dear to him, the ones 
who comprise for him the “patrie,” were 
dying of hunger and rold. So long as the 
civilian heart beats true that of the sol- 
dier will not falter; he wil! offer his breast 
unfliinchingly as a barrier of flesh so long 
as he is assured that there remains some- 
thing behind the lines worth fighting for. 

Magnificent work has been done by the 
American Food Administration Bureau in 
breaking the bread and meat famine in 
parts of France. A single convoy recently 
carried three million bushels of wheat to 
France from an American port. Mr. Hoover 
has advised the civilian relief agsociations 
in this country that the greatest needs of 
France are foodstuffs, seed wheat and agri- 
cultural implements. An attempt is to be 
made to raise a sufficient fund by private 
subscription to purchase and deliver in 
France 20,000 small tractors to be used in 
cultivating the fields. Tractors are neces- 
sary because there will be no provender 
for horses. It is proposed to send the trac- 
tors into the farming districts and lease 
them at nominal rental to small communi. 
ties; in this way a single tractor could do 
the cultivating for the community and the 
peasant could repay the rental with a part 
of the crop. That repayment is a necessary 
part of the plan for the reason that the 
French peasant would be insulted by an of- 
fer of agricultural Implements as a charita- 
ble donation. 

Rebuilding the ruined cities and villages 
will come later Families can live in !m- 
provised shelters, even in caves; but fami- 
lies cannot subsist without food. Every dol- 
lar given to purchase seed for planting and 
implements for cultivation will multiply in 
its benefits ten fold. 


ATS OFF TO OHINA! 

The Chinese have often been likened 
to the sriai] and the terrapin which crawl 
into their houses and seldom take a peek 
at the great world outside. They have 
also been compared to bees in the hive who 
never change their customs or manner of 
government. These comparisons can no 
longer hold good. The people of the 
Flowery Kingdom today not only play a big 
part in the world’s business but they are 
rapidly changing their customs and their 
mode of government to meet the require- 
ments of the new age and the world’s new 
ideals. China is proving her right to sur- 
vive through all the cataclysmic changes 
that are taking place in the world today. 
In many respects she is, and will continue 
to be, a greater nation than Germany. In 
the first place, the inhabitants of the Celes- 
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tial Kingdom possess a spiritual under- 
standing and an ideal of justice which Ger- 
many lacks, and which of itself is an as- 
surance of a people's continued existence. 
As a nation China is a true progressive. 
Of course she could not stand for the Bol- 
sheviki—but what nation can’?

Fighting Over the Empty 


Blaming the Food Administration itself for the sugar shortage, and charging that its sugar com- 
mittee is “a mere adjunct of the American Sugar Refining Company, the sugar 
Spreckels, called “the leading independent sugar-refiner of the country,” started the Senate Com- 
mittee’s inquiry into fuel and sugar conditions with somewhat of an explosion. 
Spreckels’s charges, Food Administrator Hoover issued a statement in which he said that “it re- 
quired no proof from me to establish that Mr. Spreckels, the leading sugar-refiner, is sore at the 
Food Administration, and would like to see it destroyed. I realize that Mr. Spreckels’s balance sheet 
will not look so good next year as last, for refiners’ profits have been regulated.”
